Hurvitx will meet today with 
Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
ZsracrKatz 'about child allowances 
for first and second children, which 
Hurvitx warns to cut 

According to Treasury sources, a 
letter from Katz to Hurvits on the 
subject was professionally very in* 
accurate. They soy Katz claimed 
the planned cuts axe evidence of the 
Treasury’s i n t e ntio n to harm the 
weakest, social classes — and that, 
soy the Treasury sources, la os far 
from the troth as East is from West. 

Talks 'with Housing Minister 
David Levy are planned tar this 
week, odd perhaps will even take 
place tpd&y at the economic cabinet 
meeting- Levy wants a bigger 


budget than Hurvitx is offering. 

Prime Minister Mena hem Begin 
la expected to intervene to help 
resolve the budget controversy this 
week, since the economic cabinet 
has so far failed to do so. 

The following Is the latest 
proposal on child allowances from 
the Finance Ministry, which Is an 
effort to compromise with the 
Labour and Social Affairs 
Ministry: 

A family with one child would 
receive a half-point of credit In- 
stead of one point — a loss of IL246 
at today's rates. A family with two 
children would receive one credit 
point instead of two — a loss of 
XLi92 at current rates. With three 
children, the loss would still be no 
more than IL492. But a family with 
tour children — If one of the parents 
Is an army veteran — would get two 
points Instead of one and thereby 
make up the loss of a point for the 
first two children. (Additional 
credit is given the children of army 
veterans beginning with the third 


child, > However, moat minority 
families — In which parents have 
not served In the army — would not 
be compensated for the loss even If 
they have four or more children. 

The Treasury says few families 
in the two lowest tenths of the In- 
come scale have only one or two 
children, and those portions of the 
population will be compensated in 
other ways. 

Finance Ministry sources claim 
that the slashes In the budget will 
restrain inflation — which is very 
Important for the low-income pop- 
ulation. The ministry hopes to ab- 
sorb and save !Ub. with changes in 
the social services budgets. 

About ILi.ib. will be added to the 
budget for faster updating of pen- 
sions for old people, the han- 
dicapped, and widows, to maintain 
the real value of the allowances. 
But the Treasury intends to save 
ILQOOm. by eliminating 600 hospital

Court orders end to work sanctions 

Teachers moot mass resignations

TEL AVIV. — Leaders of the coun- 
try's two teachers unions reacted 
bitterly last night to Friday’s order 
by the Jerusalem District Labour 
Court restraining them from con- 
tinuing their -work, sanctions tor a 
10-day period. Teachers are now 
debating alternate actions. In- 
cluding resignation en moss, a 
move apparently supported by a 
large number of teachers. 

Representatives of the Hlstadrut 
Teachers Union and the Secondary 
School Teachers Association said 
they would honour the court’s deci- 
sion. and return to normal work to- 
day. But they vowed to continue 
their struggle for higher wages, us- 
ing means not prohibited by law. 

- Spokesmen for the two unions 
told The Jerusalem Foot last night 


that their executives would meet 
within the next two days to decide 
on their next move. 

The court’s decision called on 
both aides in the dispute to reopen 
negotiations, without recourse to In- 
dustrial action. The teachers are 
demanding substantial wage In- 
creases. They cite the recommen- 
dations of the recently published 
Btxionl ■ report, which examined 
their status and working conditions, 
as their main argument. 

The report found that teachers’ 
wages had fallen considerably 
behind those of comparable 
professional groups and called on 
the government to correct the dis- 
. crepancy. But Finance Minister 
Yig&el Hurvits took a hard line to 
the report when he stated that the 
country's economic situation is too 
grave at present to permit any 


group to receive wage rises. 

The teachers were originally sup- 
ported by Education Minister 
Zcvulun Hammer. But Hurvitx 
succeeded in persuading Hammer 
that the report should not be Im- 
plemented In full until the begin 
nl ng of 1981. at the earliest. 

Justice Moshe Negbi. who presid- 
ed over the labour court, stated that 
he had reached his decision "with a 
heavy heart." He found that the 
Civil Service Commission, which 
made the application for the order, 
had “repeatedly broken its 
promises and commitments to the 
teachers." 

On the other hand, the teachers 
ought to have taken their case to an 
Independent arbitration committee 
before embarking on sanctions, the 
court said.

.They also accused Yisrael 
Koenig, the ministry's represen- 
tative in the North, of a "racist at- 
titude** that they claim was ex- 
pressed in a recent statement — 
made before Jewish councils in 
Galilee — that Arab local 
authorities receive funds from the 
PLO. (Koenig later denied having 
mode this statement.) 

IAN BLACK adds: 

In response to these charges, 
Binyamln Gur-Arye, the prime 
minister's acting adviser on Arab 
affairs, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that his office was "mak- 
ing efforts'* to secure adequate 
budget allocations for the Arab sec- 
tor. 


Only recently, he said, the 
Finance Ministry had been per- 
suaded to allocate more than 
ILOBm. to complete public building 
activity frozen because of budget 
•lashes. He was in close touch with 
Deputy Prime Minister Simha 
Ehrlich and Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer, Gur-Arye said 
He added that the shortage of 
money Is "a general problem that 
affects both Arabs and Jews," but 
conceded that In the Arab sector, 
the situation is "more difficult." 

Gur-Arye argued that although 
the national committee embraces 
all Arab local councils in Israel, it is 
not a representative body because 
these councils, as are their Jewish 
counterparts, ore all members of 
the Union of Local Authorities. He

Iran firing squad 
kills 11 in Tabriz 


TEHERAN (UPI». - A firing 
squad under Islamic court orders 
yesterday executed 11 followers of 
dissident Ayatollah Kazem Shariat- 
Mndnri, and mobs bent on 
vengeance went on a rampage 
through the northwestern city of 
Tabriz for the second time In four 
days. 

Iran formally asked the govern- 
ment of Panama to arrest deposed 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavl for 
his extradition to Teheran within 60 
days. Return of the shah is the 
bottom-line demand of Moslem 
militants In exchange for the 
release of 50 American hostages. 

The militants yesterday said they 
knew nothing of reported last- 
minute negotiations proposing 
freedom for the hostages if the UN 
Security Council agreed to forgo 
any economic blockade and to con- 
sider the extradition of the shah 
<src report on page 4i. 

In Tabriz. Revolutionary Guards 
raided the headquarters of the op- 
position Moslem Peoples 
Republican Party and arrested 30 
persons. Eleven were quickly con- 
victed by an Islamic revolutionary 

court and sent to their deaths 
before a firing squad within hours. 

The 19 others still could face trial 
by the same court. 

Two other members of the 
MPRP. which backs Shariat- 
Madari in his clash with Islamic 
strongman Ayatollah Khomeini 
over the role of the clergy under 
Iran's new Islamic constitution, 
were killed In the raid, the official 
Pars news agency said. 

One Revolutionary Guard also 
was reported killed, and two guards 
and two party members were 
wounded In the fight which wrecked 
part of the party headquarters 
building, Pars said. 

Rioters estimated in the 
thousands roamed streets of 
Tabriz, burned cars, pulled down 
smashed telephone kiosks and set 
fires In the streets In a burst of 
violence coming close on the heels 


af clashes during the past 48 hours 
which left 10 persons dead. 

Revolutionary Guards fired into 
the air and used teargas to dis- 
perse the demonstrators, who 
spread through the centre of town 
as news of Lhe executions cir- 
culated, 

U was for their role in 
Wednesday's clashes that the n 
were executed. They were found 
"guilty of creating fear and In- 
security. committing arson, rising 
against the Islamic republic armed 
with clubs and other weapons and 
murder and torture of Moslems in 
Tabriz." Pars said. 

Despite his disagreement with 
Khomeini, Shariat-Madsri twice in 
the past eight days has told his 
followers to cease' their opposition, 
end the violence and dissolve the 
MPRP. 

Foreign Minister Sadegh Ghotb- 
zadch, in a letter addressed to 
Panamanian President Aristides 
Royo Saturday, formally reauent»<i 
the arrest of the shah. 

According to Pars. Ghothzadeh 
said Iran would file an official re- 
quest for the shah’s extradition 
“within 60 days after his arrest." 

Referring to Panama's extradi- 
tion law, the foreign minister called 
on Royo to “order immediately the 
arrest of Mohammed Reza Pahlavi 
and confiscations of all documents, 
items and evidence in possession of 
the aforesaid person." 

At the UN, according to cepons, 
Iranian Ambassador Mansour 
Farhang told UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim and 
several members of the Security 
Council itself that Iran was ready to 
negotiate on the hostage issue. 

Diplomatic sources said 
Far hang's proposals were along the 
lines of a package deal suggested 
by Waldheim — release of the 
hostages on the understanding that 
ar. international commission would 
visit Iran to investigate alleged 
crimes under the shah's regime. 


Kennedy urges expanded 
U.S. presence in Mideast

WASHINGTON - The concept of 
on expanded U.S. military presence 
in the Middle East received a major 
boost over the wcokcnd when 
Senator Edward Kennedy 
(Democrat. Massachusetts) joined 
those calling for the deployment of 
U.S. forces in the region to protect 
American Interests. 

"We are going to need a presence 
in that subcontinent area.” 
Kennedy said in Iowa City. Iowa, 
during a campaign stopover. "I 
think it should be naval, a naval 
conventional force ... I think the 
quantity of the forces should be a 
subject for consideration by 
Congress." 

Kennedy, the major challenger to 
SNywiirfcn* jf-TM-y 'Tartar tor ♦h® 
Democratic nomination, has thus 
joined most of the more con- 
servative Republican candidates in 
proposing a formal U.S. military 
presence in the Middle East. 


Former California governor 
Ronald Reagan, the Republican 
frontrunner, and former Texas 
governor John Connally both 
renewed their similar proposals 
during campaign statements in the 
past few days. 

Connally has released the text of 
a telegram sent on Friday to 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
applauding Weizman's January 7 
statement before the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee. Weizman had welcomed 
U.S. bases in Egypt, insisting that 
they were in Israel's long term in- 
terest. 

The Carter administration, in the 
wake of the disturbances in Iran, 
Afghanistan. Saudi Arabia and 
. *n the region, hp. a ex- 
plored possible sites for permanent 
U.S. military facilities. The three 
most likely locations, according to 
administration officials, arc Oman, 
Somalia and Kenya. 


Tito in hospital for leg surgery 


BELGRADE IAP). — Yugoslav 
President Tito was admitted to a 
hospital last night for surgery on 
his left leg, the national news agen- 
cy T&njug said. 

Tan jug' a report did not say when 
the operation would take place. 


The 87-year-old Tito has been un- 
dergoing treatment for what was 
described earlier this month as 
problems relating to the blood 
vessels of his legs. Doctors conced- 
ed yesterday that they had not been 
able to relieve the condition with 
medication alone. 


Soviets at Pakistan border 

Afghan rebel 
groups merge 

for offensive 


ISLAMABAD. Pakistan. — Three 
major guerrilla groups fighting to 
overthrow Kabul's pro-Soviet 
regime announced their merger 
yesterday and said that they would 
wage a "united offensive" against 
the 85,000 Soviet troops In 
Afghanistan. 

The announcement by three of 
the several Moslem guerrilla 
organizations operating near the 
Afghan.pakistani border coincided 
with a warning by Pakistani presi- 
dent Gen. Mohammad Zia ul-Huq 
that Soviet forces have reached 
Pakistan’s frontiers, posing "the 
most critical situation" his nation 
has e%*er faced. 

Maulawi Hohammad N&bi 
Mohammad! was chosen to lead the 
Jamiat-i-Islami (Islamic society), 
the Revolutionary Islamic Move- 
ment and the Afghanistan National 
Liberation Front. The three rebel 
groups will collectively be known as 
the Islamic Unity Covenant. 

A spokesman for the three groups 
said. “We are all agreed on 
military cooperation, but not on 
political cooperation." 

In a delayed dispatch - from 
Kabul. Western news agencies 
reported that Afghanistan's new 
President Babrak Karma) said that 
Soviet troops would leave his coun- 
try when "the aggressive policy of 
the U.S." was abandoned. He called 
the Russian force in Afghanistan “a 
limited contingent" whose purpose 
was to counter "an invasion threat" 
from neighbouring China and 
Pakistan, and provocations from 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia. 

At his first news conference for 
Western reporters since seizing 
power on December 27, Karma) left 
the impression that the Soviet army 
was not about to withdraw soon. 

The swarthy 50-year-old Afghan 
leader spoke in an Afghan dialect 
which was translated into English. 

Karmal faced reporters on 
Thursday in combative manner, ac- 
cusing them of being "liars” and 
"propagandists." Some questions, 
such as the exact size of the Soviet

force, he brushed aside by saying 
U.S. estimates of 85,000 men were 
"exaggerated." Others, such as 
how long they would stay, he simply 
ignored. 

Asked for evidence of U.S. plot- 
ting in Afghanistan, Karmal said, 
"Quite soon all the documents, all 
the evidence, all the confessions 
will be brought to light and expose 
the conspiracies and black plots of 
American Imperialism." 

U.S. officials on Friday described 
the Soviets' military campaign in 
Afghanistan as “extremely 
brutal," and said "their goal seems 
to be to exterminate those who op- 
pose them." 

The officials, who spoke in 
Washington to reporters on condi- 
tion their names not be used, es- 
timated that the Soviets have suf- 
fered from 900 to 1,200 casualties 
since the armed intervention began 
on December 27, and described 
civilian losses as "very heavy." 

The officials said that the Soviets 
were conducting "continuing ex- 
ecutions in Afghanistan on a very 
organized and methodical basis." 
Those executed were described as 
political, religious and military 
leaders. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
said on Friday that the U.S. plans 
□o further punitive actions against

Brezhnev tears into U.S. 


MOSCOW. — President Leonid 
Brezhnev yesterday accused the 
U.S. of deliberately straining the 
world situation and declared that 
Soviet foreign policy — sharply 
criticized by Washington — Is 
"unshakable." 

In a defiantly-worded Interview 
with the Soviet newspaper "Prav- 
da." read over Soviet radio and 
television. Brezhnev denounced the 
"shameless anti-Soviet campaign" 
in the West over the Soviet military 
presence In Afghanistan. 

He said It was "absurd" to claim 
U.S. interests were threatened in 
Afghanistan. He also described as 
"absolutely false" charges that the 
Soviet Union has any "expansionist 
plans" in the area. 

Brezhnev said. American 
measures to punish the Soviet 
Union, including President Jimmy 
Carter's decision to withhold 17 
million tons of grain, will not 
deprive Soviet citizens of "a single 
gram of bread." 

Brezhnev accused the U.S. and 
"its accomplices" of launching an 
“undeclared war" against 


Afghanistan, sending "thousands 
and tens of thousands of insurgents, 
armed and trained abroad” into the 
country. 

"The unceasing armed interven- 
tion, the well-advanced plot by ex- 
ternal forces of reaction created a 
real threat that Afghanistan would 
lose its independence and be turned 
into an imperialist military 
bridgehead on our country's 
southern border,” Brezhnev said. 

Not to have sent troops to Kabul 
“would have meant leaving 
Afghanistan a prey to imperialism, 
allowing the aggressive forces to 
repeat In that country what they 
had succeeded in doing, for exam- 
ple, In Chile, where the people's 
freedom was drowned in blood." 

Brezhnev lashed out at 
"hypocritical 1 ' U.S. outbursts 
against the Afghanistan interven- 
tion "by those whose record in- 
cludes the dirty war against Viet- 
nam ... who for decades are keeping 
a military base on the soli of Cuba 
... (and) exerting open military 
pressure on the revolutionary Ira- 
nian people."

Interior Minister Yosef Burg will 
today suggest to the cabinet that St 
set up a special ministerial com- 
mittee to study Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat's proposal to imple- 
ment the projected autonomy for 
the administered territories in the 
Gaza Strip first. 

Premier Menahem Begin, who 
last week held a three-day summit 
with Sadat in Aswan, Is scheduled 
to convey the Egyptian leader's 
proposal at the cabinet's weekly 
session this morning. 

Political circles In Jerusalem 
said that ministers were split over 
the proposal. Opponents of the idea 
see it as an Egyptian notion for 


reinstating Cairo's hegemony In the 
Strip. Supporters consider it an In- 
strument that might put off current 
haggling over the West Bank as 
well as East Jerusalem. 

The same circles said that Begin 
may still recommend a positive 
response to Sadat's proposal so long 
as the implementation of it remains 
subject to an Israel- Egyptian 
agreement on a framework for the 
autonomy. 

Israeli and Egyptian working 
groups, which have been 
negotiating the details of 
autonomy, are due to meet 
tomorrow in Cairo to discuss what 
Is being described as a possible

Behind the smiles, autonomy still the issue 


Looking back on four days of Israel-Egyptian summitry last 
week, chief editorial writer YAAKQV REUEL, who was in 
Aswan for the talks, points to some obstacles ahead. 


DURING THEIR four-day Aswan 
summit lost week both Menahem 
Begin and Anwar Sadat went out of 
their way to underline their joint 
resolve to let bygones be bygones. 

The personal acerbity that had 
characterized ao much of their 
relationship between the first 
meeting in Jerusalem, in 
November 1977, and the signing ot 
the peace treaty in Washington, in 
March 1979, and even later, seemed 
to have vanished without a trace. 
They were now true friends and, 
even more important, they wonted 
the whole wide world to know this. 
Everything they did seemed geared 
to putting each other at ease. 

They deliberately accentuated 
the positive and underplayed, as 
much as possible, the negative 
aspects of their collaborative quest 
of ultimate peace. Though not deny- 
ing them, they papered over their 
lingering differences on the crucial 
Issue of the autonomy for Palesti- 
nian Arabs. 

Strategic co-ordination — in the 
face of the looming Soviet threat, as 
exhibited in Afghanistan, but also 
In Iran — took up most of their 
three working sessions. 

It represented the one area of 
fairly complete unanimity between 
them (although there were reports 
that Begin was somewhat miffed, 
and told Sadat so. at having 


military co-ordination between 
Egypt and the U.S. arranged, so to 
speak, behind his back). 

It also served as a convenient 
device (surprisingly, even more for 
Sadat than for Begin) with which to 
keep the discussion going, thus 
boosting mutual confidence. 

Yet, as Sadat has since made 
clear, strategic co-ordination 
between Egypt and Israel, though 
welcome in itself, will remain a 
chimera as tong as the political 
problems ore still unresolved. 

But' there was stlU time left to set- 
tle the differences, Sadat Bald at the 
farewell ceremony on Thursday. 

He also meant to say that the 
time left is short, for it must not be 
forgotten that the target date for an 
agreement on the autonomy is May 
26. If this time is as wasted as the 
time already spent on arid argu- 
ment. this will crucially affect the 
quality of the □orroaJlzaiion. and 

the entire peace process. 

The Aswan summit might then be 
seen as the As wan -song of nor- 
malization 

THIS GRIM message was not con- 
veyed by Sadat directly. The 


messenger chosen for that purpose 
was Egyptian Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Ghali. And 
the recipients were not Israeli of- 
ficials. but the media. The ar- 
ticulate Ghali. who had flown Into 
Aswan earlier In the week for high- 
level pre-summit consultations of 
state and party officials, was asked 
by his president to stay on. 

The ostensible reason was to have 
him available for expert advice 
during the course of the summit. 
But a no less important assignment 
was, apparently, to pass the war- 
ning to the many press represen- 
tatives at the Obcroi Hotel, where 
both the official party and the 
Egyptian minister had their 
quarters. 

That was how the word got to Thv 
Jerusalem Post last Wednesday. 

En route home aboard an Israel 
Air Force plane. Begin passed the 
glad word to the press that Ghali 
had not been "authorized" by his 
chief to make the statements he had 
made to The Post, and that Sadat 
had "rebuked" him for making 
them. Sadat himself had given 
Begin these assurances at their last 
session, much of which was oc- 


cupied with 77ie Post Interview. 

But if Ghali was in fact rapped 
over the knuckles, it could only 
have been on the basis of a partly 
false and partly distorted version 
transmitted by Radio Monte Carlo, 
a known rejectlonist stronghold. 
And even then, the rapping was 
probably very gentle. 

For portraying Ghali as anything 
but Sadat's mouthpiece Is nothing 
but dangerous wishful thinking. A 
difference of nuance is, of aourse, 
easily detectable, but it is. as Ghali 
himself put it in the interview, 
strictly functional. 

THE PRESIDENT is a statesman 
and a visionary; he takes a tong 
view of things; he can afford to be, 
or at least to sound, patient with a 
difficult partner. 

The minister is a technician who 
must attend to the day-by-day Im- 
plementation of policy ; it is his duty 
to point out dangers and to ward off 
threats; In playing his role, he is 
liable to sound more strident than 
his chief. 

Thus it was Ghali who had to beat 
back the fierce assaults on Egypt's 
peace policy made at the recent 
African and Third World con- 
ferences in Monrovia and Havana. 
Those experiences, obviously un- 
settling, reinforced Ghali's convic- 
tion that what he viewed as Israel's

AFL-CIO’s Meany dies

WASHINGTON, — George Meany. 
85, the blunt and grurf-spoken 
former Bronx plumber who played 
a giant role in American public life 
for decades as the leader and per- 
sonification of the American 
Labour movement, died on Thurs- 
day night (Friday morning, Israel 
lime). 

Meany had been in 111 health for 
nearly a year before retiring in 
November ns president of the AFL- 
CIO, the giant labour federation he 
forged almost slngichandcdly 
almost a quarter- century ago. 

The exact cause of Moony's death 
was nol known. He was admitted to 
George Washington University 
Hospital several days earlier alter 
fluid began building up In his legs. 

Meany was a vigorous advocate 
of the American worker while firm- 
ly endorsing capitalism. 

Staunchly anil-communist, he 
was also a non-ldcologicnl labour 
leader who could reconcile » varie- 
ty of allegiances and at lhe same 
time be friend and fuc of n scries of 
American presidents.

W. Bank heads kept 
out of J’lem rally

Security forces prevented several 
West Rank mayors from par- 
ticipating in a protest meeting 
n gainst the government's decision 
to take over the concession of the 
East Jerusalem Arab Electricity 
Company at Al-Aksa Mosque on 
Friday. 

But despite the mobilization of 
large numbers of troops and police 
near the mosque, the demonstra- 
tion was quiet, although a number 
of strongly-worded speeches were 
made condemning the government 
move, due to take effect next year. 

' A roadblock set up at Hawara 
prevented the mayors of Nablus. 
Tulkarm and Anabta from getting 
to Jerusalem, and they sat down at 
the checkpoint to express their 
solidarity with those who had 
reached Al-Aksa. A number of 
Gazan leaders were also kept at 
home. 

Some 390 demonstrators 
gathered outside the mosque after 
the morning prayers to hear 
speeches by Anwar Nusseibeh. 
chairman of the board of the Arab 
bv Ibrahim Dakkak, secretary of 
the company. National Guidance 


Committee, and several others. 

Dakkak said that Prime Minister 
Mcnnhcm Begin had returned from 
Aswan with the “blessing" of Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat "for his plans to 
swallow up Arab Jerusalem, and 
the electricity company, and to con- 
tinue settlement in the occupied 
territories." 

Nusseibeh. a former Jordanian 
defence minister, stressed the 
“Arab character" of Jerusalem 
and the company he heads, and said 
that the Palestine Liberation 
Organization was the “only 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people." 

Demonstrators carried placards 
praising Iran's Ayatollah Khomeini 
and expressing opposition to the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 
There were also cries of “Allahu 
Akbar" — God is the greatest — 
and colls for solidarity with Arab 
prisoners "in the jails of the oc 
cupicrs.” 

Anxious to keep up the momen- 
tum of protests over the Electricity 
Company decision, activists are 
planning a general - strik 
throughout the West Ban 
tomorrow. But it is thought that the 
military authorities will try to pre 
vent this. 


Begin aides not sure if PM 
will attend Aguda meeting

As of last night It was not certain 
whether Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin would appear at the closing 
session of the Knessiya Hagedola 
(Great Assembly) of Agudat 
Y Israel in Jerusalem this evening. 

The Aguda organizers claimed 
they had a letter from the Prime 
Minister's Office, written a week 
ago. confirming his participation in 
the event. 

But on Friday, a close Begin aide 
said the. premier would probably 
“be tired from the long cabinet 
session’' and "probably would not 
attend." 

Called last night, another aide to 
Begin said that if the office had sent 
a letter, the premier would appear. 

The prime minister Is in a 
delicate position regarding .the 
Agudat YIsrael assembly, because 
President Yitzhak Navon was not 
invited to the opening on the 
grounds that protocol requires all to 
stand when he enters, and the Coun- 
cil of Torn Sages stand for no one. 
But Begin was invited, since 
protocol does not require standing 
for a premier. 

Last night's session of the 
Assembly at Binyenel Ha’ooma 
was packed dangerously with an 
overflow crowd who, not requiring 1 


tickets, continued to pour In over an 
hour after the event started. About 
1.000 persons clogged the aisles and 
staircases to get a glimpse of the 
great rabbis on the dais. At least 
one woman fainted in the crush. 

The Bostoner Rebbe. Rabbi Levi 
Yitzhak Horowitz, castigated the 
local press for writing and repor- 
ting “lies'* about the Great 
Assembly's sessions, including the 
story that Rabbi Eliezer Shach left 
the hall at the opening when the 
name of the Luhavitcher Rebbe — 
who believes in tbe permanent 
holding of Judea and Samaria — 
was read, and that participants hit 
Bnel Aklva youngsters 
demonstrating outside in protest 
over the failure to invite President 
Navon. 

“Xf they had bothered to take a 
look inside, and see a view of our 
kiddwth hashem (sanctification of 
God's Name)...they would have 
known the truth," asserted Rabbi 
Horowitz. 

Discussing the- evening's theme 
of bn’alei teshuva, the dean of 
Yeshivat Dvar Yerushalayim, Rab- 
bi Baruch Horovitz, quoted a sage 
who noted that the "souls of one 
million children murdered In the 
Holocaust are appearing today** as 
penitent Jews thirsting for the 
Tora. 


Pride of Israeli lions to 

S; Airican trophies 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — Eight 
Israeli Hons scheduled to be sent to 
South Africa are destined to be shot 
as trophies, the Johannesburg 
"Star” newspaper reported on Fri- 
day. 

The four-year-old animals were 
ordered from the Ramat Gan Safari 
Park by Don Tlmcke, owner of a 
farm where lions are reared In cap- 
tivity to 'be shot by "hunters," a 
popular sport for tourists that nets 
about 89,000 a dead head. 

An investigation into Timcke'a 
operation last year found that he 


bred liana in captivity, then once 
they were mature released them 
into an enclosure where they were 
shot from the safety of vehicles, tbe 
“Star" said. 

The newspaper quoted Tlmcke as 
saying veterinarians were examin- 
ing the lions In Israel on his behalf 
to ensure they were fertile. 

The “Star” reported that the 
animals were being shipped within 
the next few weeks via El Al. 

(The Jerusalem Post reported 
last Wednesday that the lions were 
being shipped via El Al to South 
Africa.) 


Kupat Holim chairman 
blasts Health Ministry

TEL AVIV. — The methods used by 
Baruch Mod an, director- general of 
the Health Ministry, to run the 
ministry are “absurd" and 
"unacceptable," Prof. Halm 
Doron, chairman of Kupat Holim, 
wrote to Health Minister Eliezer 
Shoatak. 

poron asked the minister to take 
appropriate steps to see that the 
ministry was run properly. His 
letter was mailed on Thursday. 

Doron wrote that, on December 
27, 1979, he received a circular, 
dated December 17, from Modan 
calling him to task for employing 
workers at Kupat Holim after the 
government's freeze on employing 
new workers, which had taken 
effect on November 19. Doron 
claims that he had only formally 
heard of the freeze, and then 
through a circular, 88 days later. 

"Were we supposed to guess what 
was going on in the ministry? Were 
we ever consulted? Were we ever 
informed?** Doron wrote. 

He - then questioned the entire 
organizational structure of the 
Health Ministry, where the 
director-general has a dual function, 
which Dorop charged haw a built-in 
conflict of interests. Modan runs 


health services for the ministry, yet 
he supervises the health services of 
others, Doron said. 

Doron also wrote that on 
December 28, the day after he 
received the circular, Kupat Holim 
decided to reduce its staff by * per 
cent based on the number of people 
employed during the 1978/79 fiscal 1 
year. 

He charged that Kupat Holim 
was threatened with a cut In 
governmental support in a letter 
from Modan dated January 4. On 
the same day Modan aired his 
views to the various media, even 
before the letter reached Kupat 
Holim. he said. 

Dvora Ganani-Eiad. spokesman 
of the Health Ministry, told Th r 
Jerusalem Pont that the health 
minister has "full confidence in 
Prof. Modan." But, she said the 
ministry could not react to the bulk 
of the accusations in Doron's letter 
since the ministry had not yet 
received it. 

She said that Kupat Holim had 
been consulted and kept in the 
general picture. As for Modan 's 
dual role, she said that be super- 
vised all health services — govern- 
ment, public and private — impar- 
tially.

"model" of self-rule in the 
territories. 

The three-day Cairo talks will be 
followed later this month with a 
conference by the Israel, Egyptian 
and the U.S. full-fledged plenary 
delegations.

Israel has oil, says 
expert who wants a cut 


Israel has oil resources, without a 
doubt, an expert in geology said in 
an Israel Radio interview on Friday 
night, and the Energy Ministry is 
already studying detailed plana for 
drilling at two sites. 

Prof. Raphael Freund, head of 
the Geology Department at the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem, 
said exploratory drilling so far had 
not been deep enough. 

The radio reported that Freund 
himself had delivered the drilling 
site proposals to the Energy 
Ministry, asking for 1 per cent of 
the income to be derived if oil la 
found. He would not divulge the 
locations he has recommended. 

He felt the chances of finding oil 
In Israel were no less great than tbe 
chances of finding it In Libya. 
Algeria, Saudi Arabia, Iraq or Iran. 
The geological cross-section Is 
suitable, he said. Other nations had 
had similar delays at first — In 
Iraq, tor Instance, drilling went on 


for 15 years before the right layers 
were found. The same thing had 
happened In the North Sea, he said. 

Indications from the drillings so 
far were that Israel’s oil , because of 
the Syrian-African Rift and tbe 
Mediterranean Sea, bad dropped 
down to a depth of 2.9 km. — which 
made drilling expensive.

The decision thus dashes the 
hopes of Rabbi Meaahem Porush, 
MK. and other Agudat Y Israel sup- 
porters who had set their sights on 
the Sbuafat area for construction of 
flats for ultra-orthodox families in 
what would be a natural extension 
or the concentration of the religious 
population In northern Jerusalem.

‘Let’s not go to extremes,’ 
Sadat warns Israeli public 


“Everything In the Camp David 
agreement will be adhered to. and 
we'll go even further. But let’s not 
go to extremes In the early stages of 
normalization,’’ said Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat In an inter- 
view with “Ma’orlv” reporter Odcd 
Granot, published on Friday. . 

Answering Granot's question 
whether Israeli students should be 
encouraged to study in Egypt. 
Sadat said some Egyptian students 
did not welcome the peace because 
they had been educated on a 31- 
year-long tradition of “a certain at- 
titude to Israel,” which must surely 
parallel the education of Israeli 
students. 

Implementation of the Camp 
David accords would, with time, 
bring the two peoples closer, he 
stressed. 

Sadat reaffirmed that Im- 
mediately after the first stage of 
the Sinai withdrawal is completed 
on January 25, “the entire nor- 
malization process will begin. Some 
steps that will have to be taken im- 
mediately on January 26. ...Other 
thlngB will have to be discussed 
within the next six months. Let me 


say this to you: everything we un- 
dertook to do at Camp David will be 
done.” 

Jerusalem. Sadat said, was “the 
very basis and essence” of the solu- 
tion to the Palestinian problem. 

Sadat stressed that Arabs had the 
same sentiments to the city as 
Israelis had. He agreed that 
Jerusalem should not be redivided. 
But, “Eight hundred million 
Moslems will not agree to Israeli 
sovereignty over East Jerusalem. 
So, If we find some middle way ... 

“A Joint municipality should be 
set up for Arabs and Israelis living 
together, that will concern Itself 
with the needs of the one city and 
ensure free access to the holy 
places of the three religions.” 

Saying the problem of Jerusalem 
would not be loo difficult to solve if 
the spirit of Camp David was the 
guide, Sadat cautioned, “But from 
your point of view, dm’t start by 
saying, ‘This issue is not subject to 
any negotiations.' I think we have 
reached the point where we know 
each other, and we •'an reach a 
solution.” 


Ships boycott Ashdod Port 
to protest labour unrest

HAIFA. — Shipowners and agents 
have for the past month been 
bolding an unofficial bui fully effec- 
tive boycott against Ashdod har- 
bour, refusing to send any of their 
container ships to that port. The 
Jerusalem Post has learned. 

The boycott was Instituted 
because the ship agents had 
become tired of the constant labour 
troubles and sanctions In Ashdod. 
The problems caused frequent 
delays and heavy losses, 
shipowners and agents said, adding 
the container ships cost an average 
of $ 20,000 a day to operate and are 
thus most vulnerable. 

It was learned that the operators 
are making their return to Ashdod 
conditional on an official under- 
taking that there will be no labour 
sanctions for at least three months. 
They hope that by bitting at the 
dockers' pay packets they will get 
across their message that bad ser- 
vice Is intolerable. 

Wolf Lazarus, president of the 
Chamber of Shipping, said that due 
to sanctions by different groups of 
workers, only one of the four gantry 
cranes used for handling container 
ships in Ashdod had been in opera- 


■ti6n,''”anfl \i r a too expensive to keep 
a container ship waiting.” 

During the second half of 1979 
Ashdod had received up to 30 per 
cent of the container traffic. For 
years it had lost almost all the traf- 
fic to Haifa, because the labour 
situation in Ashdod had made it Im- 
possible even to start operating the 
container terminal there. Since the 
boycott, which began on December 
4, all container ships have been 
diverted to Haifa. 

As a result, the Hrlfa container 
facilities have been stretched to 
their limit, and some ships have 
had to wait a day before being un- 
loaded. 

The shipowners have, as a result, 
asked for a congestion surcharge to 
be levied on container ships to com- 
pensate theiA for their losses. 

The Joint Fort Congestion Board, 
headed by the director of the Ship- 
ping and Harbours Division of the 
Transport Ministry, on which both 
the owners and users are 
represented, will convene today to 
consider the situation. Under an 
agreement between the owners and 
the Shippers Council, which 
represents the users, the board is 
exclusively authorized to make 
rulings on congestion charges. 


U.S. ambassador: 
Use of M.E. bases 
unlikely now 

The U.S. has examined the offers 
of Egypt and Israel for use of 
military bases, but has decided to 
decline the bids for the present 
U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis 
said In an Israel TV interview on 
Friday. 

He said that the U.S. Is using 
Egyptian bases for training pur 
poses, and not for anything else. 

He added, however, that the U.S 
had pot ruled out military coopera- 
tion with Egypt or Israel in the 
future if the situation calls for It. 

But for the time being. Lewis 
said, military cooperation with 
Israel may hinder U.S. efforts to 
“mobilize as much support as 
possible from the moderate coun- 
tries of the Islamic world” in face 
of the Soviet threat. 

“At the present stage of the Arab- 
Israeli dispute it’s dear that U.S. 
credibility with many of the 
moderate Islamic states would be 
leas enhanced by overt military 
cooperation with Israel than it 
would be perhaps by military 
assistance and facilities in Egypt. 
Lewis said. 

“But I don’t think we have ruled 
anything out (or the future. If the 
threat requires, things may 
change.” he said. 

Lewis said he is "not sure” 
whether the Russian invasion of 
Afghanistan' will have a “direct im 
pact” on U.S.-Israeli relations. 

“We both face and we both un- 
derstand quite clearly that the Mid- 
dle East is changing and that the 
Soviet threat in South Asia and 
Southwest Asia, ultimately certain- 
ly aimed at the Persian Gulf, is of 
great consequence to both countries 
to the extent that we needn't any 
reminders," be said. (Itlm)

Meany — powerful friend on Israel’s side 


George Meany, who died in 
Washington on Thursday, con- 
sistently supported Israel since he 
was elected president of the 
American Federation of Labour 
(AFL) In 1982. 

The former journeyman-plumber 
who. upon bis election by 10 million 
American workers opened 
negotiations for a merger between 
the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations (CIO) and the AFL, 
found time to salute "Israel's 
courage, loyalty to the tree way of 
life” and pledged “to do everything 
possible to help Israel find peace, 
freedom and Improved well-being." 
Throughout the years he had kept 
this pledge many times over. 

Meany 's pro-Israel policies were 
strengthened after the AFL's 
merger with the CIO in 1984. The 
significance of the merger and of 
the fact that Meany stood at the 
head of all the American trade un- 
ions was accorded a special 
recognition in 1958 in a Knesset 
speech by Moshe Sharett. then 
foreign minister. The fraternal ties 
between U.S. trade unions and the 
Hlstadrut, and Meany and Israel, 
went far beyond mere political sup- 
port. Sharett aaid then. They 
developed Into strong cultural and 
economic ties. 

Meany visited Israel for three 
days In September 1961. He met 
with his old friend, David Ben- 
Gurlon, and top Labour leadership. 
Meany visited numerous cultural, 
social and economic organizations 
set up with the assistance of U.S. 
Labour, and tho “George Meany 
Stadium" In Nazareth, built by the 
AFL-CIO In hla name. 

After then Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdul Nasser closed the 
TIrun straits in 1967, Meany made 
Mure that no member of the U.S. Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s Union 
would load Egyptian ships. He. also 
bitterly attacked Russian policy In 
the Middle East, appealing to then 
president Lyndon Johnson to 


mobilize all Its influence and 
resources to support Israel. 

A similar message of support was 
received during the Yom Kippur 
War. Meany condemned the Arab 
aggression and expressed his un- 
ion's solidarity and firm backing. A 
grove in his name was planted in 
the Jerusalem Forest on his 80th 
birthday. 

In 1978, following PLO cbief 
Yasser Arafat's UN appearance. 
Meany came out solidly against ac- 
cording any official status to the 
PLO at the International Labour 
Organization. The AFL-CIO un- 
animously condemned the PLO. 

“The anti-Zionist UN vote makes 
a mockery of detente and the UN," 
was his loud protest at the General 
Assembly vote. 

Meany was awarded an honorary 
doctorate by Tel Aviv University 


for his outspoken support for Israel 
in February, 1979. The awards 
ceremony took place in Florida. 

The secretary-general of the 
Hlstadrut, Yeroham Meshel. has 
cabled condolences to Lane 
Kirkland, who succeeded Meany at 
the helm of the AFL-CIO. 

Meshel paid tribute to “the strong 
personality, dynamic and turbulent 
nature, unswerving sense of pur- 
pose. total dedication and unwaver- 
ing belief In the principles of social 
justice, democracy and freedom" 

which he said characterized the 
late leader of American labour.- 

Shimon Peres, chairman of tbe 
Labour Party, issued a statement 
calling Meany “a steadfast friend 
who had helped Israel In difficult 
times" and a man who "admired 
the Zionist deed." f A.Z.l

Defying signs of recession

TEL aviv. — Despite signs that 
the country is In the midst of an 
economic recession, there was 
strong demand and a continuous 
upward trend in the stock market 
last week. 

But analysts continue to predict 
that. If the rally is to last for any 
meaningful period of time. It must 
have a broad base of public sup- 
port. Now, this is stfQ a missing In- 
gredient. as evidenced by the very 
moderate share trading turnovers. 

The Index-linked bond market 
appeared to be standing still, as If 
expecting new developments to 
give It direction. Foreign currency- 
linked or denominated bonds con- 
tinued to attract scattered buying 
and rising prices. 

On Tuesday the cost-of-llvlng in- 
dex for the month of December will 
be announced. Should tbe C-o-L In- 
crease be considerably higher than 
10 per cent, index-linked bond 
prices are expected to surge ahead. 
Any figure lower than that will have 
a generally dampening effect on the 
market. 

Financial shares continued to 
rise In price last week and provided 
some of the major news of Interest 


to the market. 

David Golan moved from his post 
as general manager of the First 
Internationa! Bank of Israel to 
assume the same post at the Israel 
General Bank, controlled by Baron 
Edmond de Rothschild. In the wake 
of that news the shares of both 
bonking institutions rose sharply. 
Since the beginning of the calendar 
year the shares of FIBI have ap- 
preciated by approximately 10 per 
cent . Binyamin Zadih, formerly 
FXBI's assistant general manager, 
was named the new general 
manager. 

Tefahot shares were also In de- 
mand throughout the period. 

In the real estate and land 
development group. Israel Land 
Development continued to attract 
attention and rose by more than 10 
per cent. 

Insurance issues were strong last 
week, with Yardenia leading the 
way. 

The Cl&l Group of shares were 
very strong, especially those of Clal 
Real Estate. They had risen by 
more than 38 per cent by tbe end of 
the week's trading. 

Among Industrials, Haifa

U.S. oil firms look good 


NEW YORK (APj . — Wall Street Is 
beaming over prospects for 
domestic oil companies In 1980 as 
petroleum prices keep rising and 
U.S. exploration efforts gain. 

“We like them,” said Dean Witter 
Reynolds Inc. analyst Eugene L. 
Nowak of the domestic companies. 

"The earnings outlook...ls ex- 
cellent," said Sanford C. Bernstein 
and Company's Charles Cohn Jr. 

“Impelled by tbe substantial in- 
crease in world oil prices over the 
past year and prospective further 
Increases” over the next few years, 
profits for one group of oil com- 
panies “are expected to grow at an 
average annual rate of 23 per cent 
over the 1974-1983 period,” Cohn 
said In a report. 

Or the six domestic companies he 
follows. Cahn picks Phillips 
Petroleum and Amerada Hess for 
“the highest earnings per share 
growth rate.” In the period, “at 30 


per cent and 29 per cent, respec- 
tively." 

Each company will benefit from 
production In the U.S. and the North 
Sea, he said. 

Phillips' profitability will be 
"unrivalled,” C&hn said, while 
Amerada Hess will gain benefits 
from production that will outweigh 
narrow profit margins at its giant 
refinery In the Virgin Islands. 

Nowak sees earnings growth of 
10-18 pe&cent a year between 1980 
and 1984 in the 10-company group 
he watches, and he's especially 
enthusiastic about prospects for 
companies with major Interests In 
Alaska. 

The Dow Jones average of 30 In- 
dustrials ended the week with a net 
gain of 29.69 points at 858.53, and the 
New York Stock Exchange's com- 
posite common-stock Index was 
ahead by 2.16 at 63.32. The 
American Stock Exchange market 
value Index gained 12.21 to 255.76. 


‘Israel must prove U.S. doesn’t own her’ 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV;^- If Presldcpt^Jlmmy 
Carter wins re-election, w he*U be 
able to. pressure Israel as much 'as 
he wishes," Jacques Torczyner, 
president of the World Union of 
General Zioniata, predicted on 
Thursday. "Israel should work 
hard to recover economically, to 
prove to the U.S. that she does not 
own her.” he said at the ZOA House 
dinner club. 

Presidential elections were an In- 
ternal U.S. concern, Torczyner 
pointed out, advising Israeli 
leaders to abstain from statements 
which could be interpreted as sup- 
port for one or another of the can- 
didates — a reference apparently to 
the defence minister's recent pro- 
Carter statement. There is a 
reasonable chance that a 
Republican team may appeal to 
Americans more than tbe Carter 
leadership does. Torczyner 
thought "The Jewish vote, which 
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only Jews. declare does not exist, 
should -not be -underestimated. Nor 
should ■ Israeli leaders un- 
derestimate the influence that the 
Zaonist lobby may exert,” he said. 

Torczyner said the 1 70m. that 
U.S. Jewry spends on dropouts 
from Soviet allya was, In practice, 
deducted from potential con- 
tributions to Israel. 

The U.S. Jewish leader was also 
critical of Israeli leaders who. In 
visits to the U.S., put forward con- 
flicting ideas of what Israel's policy 
should be. This, he said, only serves 
to weaken general goodwill for 
Israel.

UN Security Council 
postpones Iran vote 


UNITED NATIONS (Reuter). - 
The Security Council on - Friday 
night suspended action on a U.S. 
resolution to impose sanctions 
against Iran after authorities in 
Teheran sent new information to 
the UN on the American hostage 
crisis. Another Security Council 
session was scheduled for last night 
l early this morning. Israel time.) 

The chief U.S. delegate. Donald 
McHenry, gave no details of the 
message received from Mansour 
Farhang. the. chief Iranian 
delegate. But other Council sources 
said it appeared to relate to a 
package deal that might lead to the 
release of about 50 American 
hostages held by Islamic militants 
in Teheran since November 4. 

■When he was in Teheran last 
week, UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim discussed with Iranian 
authorities the possibility of for- 
ming an international committee to 
Inquire into alleged crimes during 
the rule of the deposed shah. 
Waldheim said the Iranians told 
him the hostages would be freed as 
a result of this process, and that 
they did not fear the U.S. proposal 
to cut off all exports to Iran except 
food and medical supplies and to 
sharply curb credit. 

In his statement In the council on 
Friday night, McHenry said the 
U.S. felt strongly that the time had 
come to take action against Iran. 


But certain suggestions had been 
put forward on Friday, from a 
number of quarters and these were 
under consic^pration, he said, 
without elaborating. 

But after the council adjourned, 
McHenry said he did not think the 
new suggestions from Iran were of 
great, significance. Asked if they 
would Justify Waldheim’s return to 
Teheran, he replied with an 
emphatic “no." 

The U.S. still wanted the Council 
to vote on its resolution to apply 
economic, financial and diplomatic 
sanctions, he said. 

Before Friday night’s surprise 
development, the council had been 
expected to vote on an American 
sanctions resolution. Western 
sources said it would have received 
at least the nine necessary affir- 
mative votes, but probably would 
have been vetoed by the Soviet. 
Union. 

In Teheran, Wednesday, the first 
anniversary of the shah's departure 
from Iran, has been declared “Shah 
Burning Day" by the country’s 
biggest political party, the Islamic 
Republican Party. The group called 
in its pro-clergy newspaper 
“Islamic Republic" for 
demonstrations of. joy throughout 
Iran to mark “the day when the 
devil left and the angel of god 
returned,*' a reference to 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini. 


Round the world in 44 hours 


DOS ANGELES (Reuter). ~ 
British insurance broker David 
Sprlngbett last Thursday claimed a 
new 1 record for flying round the 
world in scheduled airliners -» *4 
hours and six minutes — and said 
the trip did not cost him a penny. 

"I had 'insured’ myself for $500 at 
20 to one so X will Just about come 
out even on my fare of $ 8,000 plus 
other expenses, ” Sprlngbett, 41, 
declared as he left a United Airlines 
747 jet'here at the end of his trip. He 
had made a $ 10,000 wager with a 
man whose identity he refused to 
disclose. 

Sprlngbett said the previous 


record was 58 hours ‘and 34 minutes 
set by two Australians. Alec Prior 
and Terry Sloane, in March, 1978. 

Soon after arriving here, 
Sprlngbett headed for a London- 
bound Trans World Airways plane. 

Sprlngbett said his round-the- 
world trip — 36,900 km. — was 
made at an average speed of 065 
miles per hour (1108 kph.). 

“I've been up 60 hours, during 
which I slept only two hours, but I 
feel fine and ready to continue." 

Sprlngbett flew round the world 
by way of London, Bahrain, 
Singapore, Bangkok, Manila. 
Tokyo and Honolulu.

S. Koreans not responding 
to North’s unification bid 


SEOUL (Reuter). — South Korea 
said it would not send officials to 
the Ponmunjom border village to 
pick up a letter from North Kbrea 
which the North said contained an 
important proposal for peaceful un- 
ification. 


A spokesman for the southern 
side of the South-North Coor- 
dinating Committee (SNCQ sold 
North Kbrea should first moke 
clear who was sending the letter 
and who was to receive it. 


An announcement of the North's 
intention to send the proposal came 
through the official North Korean 
central news agency In a broadcast 
monitored in Tokyo. 

The spokesman for the southern 
side also replied , to allegations by 
North Kbrea that Seoul had not 
responded to a proposal to reopen a 
direct telephone link, disconnected 


more than three years ago. 

Pyongyang proposed on Friday to 
reopen the link to seek practical 
ways for restoring severed national 
tlee and to promote peaceful 
reunification. 

The spokesman told a news con- 
ference that ' the southern side 
fre upended to a telephone call from 
the North on Friday. But the line 
went dead, he said, when the 
southern side demanded to speak to 
a pre-designated caller of the North 
Korean side of the SNCC. 

On Friday, North Korea charged 
that an American SR-T1 recon- 
naissance plane flew over its 
western coastal watera for 30 
minutes the day before. The Korean 
central news agency called the 
overflight a hostile spying act, and 
said U.S. planes have intruded into 
North Korean air space five times 
this year. 


U.S. Navy is strongest, 


Brown tells Chinese seaman 


SHANGHAI (AP). — Defence 
Secretary Harold Brown told China 
yesterday the U.S. has the most 
powerful navy on earth "and we in- 
tend that that continue to be the 
case through the 2980s and the 1990s 
and as far ahead as we can see.’* 

Speaking to personnel of the 
Chinese East China Fleet, Brown 
said American forces are able to 
control the sea lanes as well as land 
areas, particularly in the Western 
Pacific. 

In a luncheon address after In- 
specting units of the fleet In a 
drenching rain, the defence chief 


said he looked forward to' con- 
' tlnulng talks between U.S. and 
Chinese military establishments to 
advance their "Independent and 
separate, but parallel " efforts to 
counter aggression. 

In private talks with the Chinese, 
Brown said, he discussed the posi- 
tion of U.S. naval forces and gave 
his estimate of the world-wide 
naval balance. He said It waa useful 
to be able to diacusa with the 
Chinese for the first time what they 
saw aa possible future enemy 
threats and how to cope with them. 

Brown leaves for Tokyo today. 


San Salvador leftists hold 


two ambassadors hostage 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador. — 
The Salvadorean government 
agreed on Friday to negotiate with 
unarmed leftist militants holding 
the Panamanian and Costa Rican 
ambassadors hostage. 


Hector Dada, a member of El 
Salvador’s ruling civilian-military 
junta, said government officials 
have contacted leftists, members of 
the "Popular League of February 
28," to end the occupation of the 
Panamanian embassy. 


Some 50 unarmed youths had 
walked into the Panamanian em- 
bassy in eastern San Salvador 
around noon on Friday and said 
they were taking everyone hostage. 
In addition to the Panamanian am- 


bassador, David Pere, and four of 
his staff, the Costa Rican minister, 
Alejandro Alvarado, was in the em- 
bassy. It was not known how many 
other persons were being held. 

The government immediately 
sent armed personnel carriers and 
two truckloads of troops to sur- 
round the embassy, but there was 
no confrontation between the troops 
and leftists. * 

A communique handed to jour- 
nalists at the embassy said the 
seven bad been in government 
custody since December 17. ■ 

The league also demanded news 
of the whereabouts of six members 
who have disappeared, as a condi- 
tion for the release of the hostages.

Cleopatra’s palace ‘found’ 
in* Alexandria harbour 


ALBUQUERQUE, New Mexico 
(AP). — A researcher says a com- 
bination of psychics and orthodox 
science was used to discover what 
may be the 2 . 000 -year-old ruins of 
the palaces of Antony and 
Cleopatra la the harbour of Alexan- 
dria, Egypt. 

Stephan Schwarts, president of 
the Los Angeles-based Moblus 
Group, a research and film 
organization, reported an the find 
on Friday to the 8th annual 
Underwater Archaeological 
Conference. 


Cleopatra, who ruled Egypt 
between 47 and 30 BCE., was 
famous for making Julius Caesar 
fall in love with her when he came 
to quell a rebellion in Egypt. But 
she chose his co- triumvir. Mark An- 
tony. 

Schwartz said the remains of 
what may be Antony's palace were 


“visually the most Interesting" of 
the discoveries, which also included 
material that may be related to the 
lighthouse of Pharos — one of the 
seven wonders of the ancient world. 

But be said the most .important 
information, from an 
archaeological point of view, "is 
that we've established that the an- 
cient city extended 65 to 75 metres 
further Into the sea than was 
previously known." 

Schwartz said the research team, 
which Included psychics, located 
the site and discovered a pillar and 
the remains of a large house believ- 
ed to be a palace now lying In the 
silt at the bottom of the Alexandria 
harbour. 

Among other finds off the waters 
of Kait Bey Fort was a stone 
pharonlc crown, measuring several 
metres,, "probably from a statue of 
Osiris," and a two-metres long 
white stone sphinx."

An anonymous caller to a French 
news agency said the bomb was 
planted by the French Liberation 
Front "to protest against* the 
Jewish dictatorship which is dis- 
figuring France." 

The bomb broke windows and 
twisted girders of the futuristic 
building, which has become the 
capital’s top tourist attraction since 
It opened three years ago. 


Record number of 
Indochina refugees 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — The State 
Department reported Thursday 
that a record number of 290,000 peo- 
ple escaped safely, overland or by 
sea. from the communist-ruled In- 
dochinese nations of Laos, Kam- 
puchea and Vietnam last year. 

This Is by far the highest annual 
figure tor refugees arriving in what 
are called “first asylum nations” — 
Thailand, Malaysia, Singapore and 
others — since the Vietnam war 
ended In April 1975. 


Togolese seize 
Paris embassy 


PARIS (Reuter). — A group of 
about 50 Togolese opposed to the 
rule of President Gnassingbe 
Eyadema yesterday seized their 
country’s Paris embassy and 
demanded talks with the home 
authorities. 

A spokesman for the 

demonstrators, who belong to the 
Togolese Mo vement for 

Democracy (MTD) , said they were 
demanding that the* country's 
national day be celebrated on April 
37 — the anniversary of in- 
dependence from France — and not 
on January 18 as at present. The 
spokesman said January 18 was the 
date of the military coup which 
brought General Eyadema to 
power. 


China to train, equip

KINSHASA (Reuter). — China haa 
agreed to train and equip a Zaire 
commando unit, the Zaire news 
agency AZAP said yesterday. 

The agency quoted the Chinese 
ambassador in Kinshasa as confir- 
ming that his country would trdln a 
"task force" of commandos and 
would supply equipment* for a 
brigade.

13 guerrillas killed 
by Rhodesian forces 



KHARTOUM (Reuter). — An 
Eritrean guerrilla spokesman 
claimed yesterday that 5,000 Ethio- 
pian troops were killed, wounded or 
captured in a five-day battle for an 
army base camp at Mahtmet, 
Northern Eritrea. 

The spokesman for the Eritrean 
People's Liberation Front (EPLF). 
fighting for the secession of Eritrea 
from Ethiopia, said in Khartoum 
that the guerrillas took the camp 
after the battle. 

He said 30,000 Ethiopians troops 
were Involved in the fighting and 
the survivors were fleeing in dis- 
array across the arid coastal plain 
towards the Red Sea. Many would 
die In the desert, he added. 

The Front did not say how many 
casualties it had suffered. It said 
the Ethiopians were pushed back to 
their base at Mahlmet a week ago, 
after their front line further north 
had been destroyed. 


ANKARA (UPI). — Leftist 
terrorists attacked a Turkish police 
station on Friday, killed three 
policemen and seriously wounded 
three others, police reported. 

The raid took place In 
Iskenderun, an Industrial town on 
the' south coast. » 

The terrorists first threw a bomb 
Into the station and then sprayed it 
with machinegun bullets, police 
said, revealing that the raid was 
carried out by a leftist terrorist 
organisation. 

Turkish armed forces last week 
warned the government it must 
stop tha anarchy that has plagued 
Turkey for more than two years,* 
because the country “will no longer 
tolerate anarchy."

held a score of hostages in a hotel 
for two days, strutted to a nearby 
police station on Friday and gave 
themselves up. 

?>he drama,- which led to three 
deaths on this Mediterranean 
island, ended when a senior police 
officer persuaded the 35 gunmen to 
surrender when he talked to them 
through a skylight of the luxury 
Feach Hotel. 

But while the hostages were 


released unharmed, Corsican 
autonomists were believed to be 
still holding a man they describe as 
an undercover police agent. 

Police think that nationalists 
were also responsible for the kid- 
napping of a 70-year-old man in' 
eastern Corsica last night. 

Three people were killed in 
shootings on Wednesday following 
the seizure of the hotel in the mor- 
ning. Two were civilians shot by; 
police and the third was a riot 
policeman.

ARAB LEADERS, in the aftermath 
of the Mecca massacre, are 
haunted by the lear that the rebels 
Who seised the Great Mosque were 
part of a new, clandestine, inter- 
national organisation. 

Acting on this hypothesis! Saudi 
security authorities — who behead- 
ed 08 rebels last week — are In close 
contact with their counterparts in 
Arab and Moslem countries to build 
up an intelligence profile -of these 
Islamic desperadoes. 

. What is causing special concern 
is the suggestion that the Armed 
‘ "force, several hundred strong, 
'‘which held ofTthe Saudi army for 
''more than two weeks, had links 
with underground militant groups 
' ;ln Egypt, Kuwait, and Iran, as well 
as Pakistan and Turkey. In other 
-'words, the mosque rebels were 
'-political terrorist# with 
organisational Jinks abroad and not 
; simply a half-erased group of 
-religious Ulumhuxti. 

If this proves true and the move- 
ment is as organised as the 
evidence suggests. It constitutes a 
serious regional threat, as 
dangerous to most of the local 
regimes, whetber ,> ‘progresalve >> or 
" ‘moderate* 1 ', as to Western in- 
terests.

Unlike these precursors, the new 
groups reject secular nationalism 
and carry out their illegal 
operations under the banner of 
Islam. It is a potent rallying cry. 
one that has been most effectively 
used before by the Moslem 
Brothers, who from their begin* 
nlsgs In Egypt in the 1930s grew 
into a powerful pan-Arab political 
force. When cells of Islamic 
terrorists were recently uncovered 
in Egypt. Syria and Iraq, it was 
assumed that they formed a sort of 
youth wing of the Brotherhood. 

THE TRUTH appears to be a good 
deal more worrying. The tamed 
and ageing leadership of the 
Moslem Brothers, largely absorbed 
into the establishment In various 
Arab countries, seems to have no 
links or much sympathy with this 
new violent expression of Islamic 
politics. 

What the intelligence services of 
the' Arab world are trying to es- 
tablish is to what extent an inter- 
national structure links the 
militants. Until recently it had been 
possible to believe that their ac- 
tivities were local eruptions in in- 
dividual Arab countries. This no 
longer looks plausible. 

Before the pitched battle in the 
Great Mosque at Mecca last 
November, the most violent and 
dramatic terrorist acts were those 
committed in Syria, where over the 
last three years a campaign of 
political assassination has claimed 
scores of victims close to the 
regime of President Hafez Assad. 

TOe biggest single Incident was 
.the mowing down of 60 cadets, at the 
Aleppo artillery school In June. But 
the murders continue. 

Typically, individuals are gunned 
down and the assassins simply melt 
away. It is clear that they find easy 
refuge In the population. Severe 
police repression has failed to 
check the campaign. Thp un- 
covering of one cell fails to lead the 
authorities any further, suggesting 
that they are up against a 
sophisticated organization. Its 


structure remains mysterious, but 
Its ideology Is mllitantly Islamic. 

Very similar critics of the state 
are active In Egypt. As In Syria, 
small organised knots of political 
zealots operate within a swelling 
movement, largely young and 
campus-baaed, of Islamic 
revivalism, Iraq too has Its bitterly 
anti-regime Islamic Liberation 
Movement, whose European sec- 
tion Is based In Britain. 

There is a growing conviction 
that those groups share more than 
an Ideology, and that they are an 
Islamic underground, constituting 
a new sort of religious inter- 
nutlonale. 

The sort of evidence now being 
sifted by intelligence agencies 
relates to the arms, finance, and 
degree of organisation of the 
militants. 

THE BIGGEST puzzle About the 
Mecca operation was the source of 
the Islamic commando’s arsenal. 
Some reports allege that the 
weapons were drawn from the ar- 
mouries of the Saudi National 
Guard, the bedouin army which 
acts as a counterweight to the 
regular armed forces. If true, this 
points to worrying disaffection in- 
side the Saudi royal family's most 
trusted defence force. 

Another report circulating in 
Arab circles has an international 
dimension. An arms consignment 
which the Lebanese Christian 
militia of Camille Chamoun had 
been negotiating for in Cyprus was 
at the last moment lost to a higher 
bidder and • “diverted to a Saudi 
destination."' 

Chamoun is said to have alerted 
the Saudi Defence Minister, Prince 
Sultan, but possibly not in time for 
the smuggled arms to be in- 
tercepted. Saudi Arabia's 
thousands of miles of coast and 
desert frontier pose a formidable 
problem to the security authorities. 

A second piece of testimony 
suggesting international links is 
that of the financial resources of the 
militants.- The Egyptian groups are 


■ known to benefit from private Saudi 
donations as well as from funds 
from Libya. 

Third, the activists show too 
much organisational competence to 
be mere random zealots. The Mec- 
ca Insurgents smuggled into the 
mosque vast quantities of arms, 
ammunition and food — as well as 
loud-hailers to bring their message 
home and control their hostages. 

The murderers of the Syrian 
cadets had a carefully worked out 
escape plan to Turkey, where they 
are thought to have benefited from 
the underground organisation of the 
National Salvation Party. 

Other evidence of the inter- 
national complexion of the move- 
ment Is the composition of the Mec- 
ca rebels (Egyptians, Kuwaitis and 
an Iraqi as well as Saudis and 
Yemenis), and the expressions of 
support for their action which have 
-come from groups of Arab dis- 
sidents in Beirut. 

More obviously, the Islamic in- 
It'rvnfionnlc Is united In a common 
programme, of which the main 
planks are opposition to the Wester- 
nisation of Arab society; a deter- 
mination to bring society and 
government under the rule of the 
Koran; outrage at the gross corrup- 
tion of Arab "fat cats": and above 
all an ambition to free their coun- 
tries' Interests from subordination 
to foreign Interests. 

Essentially, the militants' grass- 
roots revolt is puritan and 
nationalist. It Is the product of the 
live super-boom years of waste, 
biilion-dollar white elephants, and 
frenetic change, eince the explosion 
of oil prices of 1973-2974. The signs 
are that the rejection of these' ex- 
cesses found .expression in a con- 
spiratorial structure only when the 
Iranian revolution, in its alliance 
between Islam and the radical Left, 
provided a model and an inspira- 
tion. 

These godly terrorists have sent a 
wave of fear across Arabia and the 
Middle East. The old bogey of inter- 
national communism pales before 
this home-grown threat. (Ofns)

WHILE FRANCE continues to sell 
arins. Including modern super- 
sonic planes, to a variety or nations 
including practically all the Arab 
states, she officially denied last 
week the sale of uranium or other 
radioactive materials to Libya or 
Pakistan. The president of the 
French Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. Michel Pecqueur said that 
both France and the Niger, the 
African state where the uranium 
mines are located, "have always 
acted in accordance with the non- 
proliferation treaty and the 
regulations of the (Vienna-based) 
International atomic energy agen- 
cy." 

American and British papers last 
month reported that large quan- 
tities of Niger-produced uranium 
have been sold, hijacked or misap- 
propriated and have ended up in the 
construction of the "Islamic bomb" 
now manufactured in Pakistan with 
the help of Libyan money. 

French sources recall that Paris 
last year cancelled its contract to 
supply Pakistan with a nuclear fuel 
processing plant after It became 
known that a nuclear device was 
being built near Islamabad. The 
French claim that the nuclear 
processing plant sold to Iraq "can 
not be used" for military purposes. 

Israeli sources are less convinced 
by these arguments and fear that 


the plants shipped to Iraq, OSIRAK 
I and n, could be used for Uie 
•production of enriched uranium of a 
military type. A year ago, in Jan. 
1979, a bomb destroyed the core of 
the OSIRAK I plant as it was 
waiting at Seyne-Sur-Mer for ship- 
ment to Iraq. .French Intelligence 
believe Israeli agents blew up the 
crates which have, however, since 
been replaced and shipped to 
Baghdad where they are in use. 

France has not adhered to the 
non-proliferation treaty but has 
kept a low profile in this field 
reportedly out of consideration to 
American sensitivity on this issue. 
Iraqi scientists are nonetheless 
working on French projects and 
French technicians are based in 
Baghdad where they participate In 
the construction of the Iraqi plants. 

MEANWHILE. Brazil last week an- 
nounced that It had signed a broad- 
basod nuclear accord with Iraq, 
agreeing to share nuclear 
technology, while providing the oil- 
rich Arab nation with uranium to 
produce fuel for reactors. 

The accord, revealed in an of- 
ficial announcement last Monday, 
stressed that the nations intend to 
cooperate fully to develop 
"peaceful uses" of nuclear energy. 

"The bilateral cooperation will be 
effected in accord with the 
capacities and priorities of each 
side, in complete conformity with 
the agreements and Internationa! 
obligations of the respective coun- 


Renewed clashes reported in Aleppo 


BEIRUT (UPU. - Lebanon's 
Christian Phalangial radio sAid 
over the weekend that scores of 
priiplc were killed and wounded In 
the past few days In renewed 
clashes between Syrian army 
troops and rebels In the Syrian 
northern city of Aleppo. 


The radio, a medium controlled 
by JjChnnon's Phaianglsl parly op- 
posed to the Syrian presence in 
Ix?bfin»n, said, "at least 30 people 
were killed und more than 60 others 
were wounded since Tuesday In 
renewed clashes in several parts of 
Aleppo." 


tries." said a formal announcement 
by the Foreign Ministry here. 

"The two parties reaffirm their 
support of the principle of the non- 
proliferation of nuclear arms and 
reaffirm their right to develop and 
use nuclear energy for peaceful 
purposes," the statement said. 

It had been known that Brazil and 
Iraq were negotiating a nuclear ac- 
cord as part of a general economic 
cooperation programme. Details of 
meetings and their results had not 
been made public. 

Brazil, which signed a treaty with 
West Germany in 19T5 providing for 
the- transfer of sophisticated 
nuclear technology, has yet to begin 
operation of the first of eight plann- 
ed nuclear power plants, which will 
be located 144 kilometres south of 
Rio dc Janeiro. 

The accord with Iraq Includes an 
agreement for sharing resources to 
prospect and search for uranium, 
mutual training of personnel, and 
the cooperation in supplying 
engineering and construction of 
nuclear reactors. 

It specifics that Brazil will even- 
tually supply both unprocessed and 
slightly enriched uranium for use 
as reactor fuel. 

Iraqi ambassador Z&id Haidar 
has said that he hopes the two 
nations would be able to share com- 
pletely the technology they receiv- 
ed — Brazil from the West German 
agreement, and Iraq from France. 
But Brazilian authorities stressed 
that Brazil will not discuss fuel cy- 
cle technology and other sensitive 
nuclear Information with Iraq. 

When West Germany and Brazil 
signed their accord, the United 
Stales severely criticized them, 
because Ihc urnnlum enrichment 
plans Involved in the accord and the 
processing of spent uranium fuel 
cnuld yield bomb-grade nuclear 
mntcrlal. Brazil has denied it in- 
tends to build nuclear weapons.

U.S. study group: 

Lebanon 


‘occupied state’ 


WASHINGTON. - Lebanon "is vir- 
tually an occupied state" and until 
the Syrians and Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization get out of that 
country there is virtually no hope of 
restoring democracy, a study group 
reported Friday. 

Three executives of the American 
Lebanese League, which claims to 
represent 2 million Americans of 
Lebanese origin, told a news con- 
ference of their findings after a 10- 
day fact-finding mission on the 
political, military, social and 
religious situation. 

Robert Basil, the league presi- 
dent, is a businessman in 
Washington, D.C.. James Tamer, 
vice president, a businessman In 
Detroit. Michigan. Elias Saadi, the 
group's chairman, is a doctor In 
Jamestown, Ohio. 

Basil said the group met top 
Lebanese government officials and 

members of all important political, 
religious and ethnic groups which 
include Maronites. Melchites. 
Orthodox. Armenians, and 
Moslems. 

Summing up their impressions, 
which will be relayed in fuller form 
to members of Congress, Basil 
said: 

• Lebanon remains strongly pro- 


West and pro-Unltcd States "and 
feels their salvation will come from 
the United States and the West." 
This might eventually entail a U.S. 
“military presence" In Lebanon. 

• Most Lebanese want the 
Palestinians -contained and 
militarily neutralized while the 
overall solution of a homeland for 
them is worked out. There are 
presently some 625.000 Palestinians 
in Lebanon who moved there after 
they were forced to leave Jordan 
and other areas. Lebanon cannot 
accommodate them since the tiny 
country has the second highest pop- 
ulation density in the world — after 
Bangladesh. 

• The central Lebanese govern- 
ment of President Elias Sarkis, a 
Maronitc Christian, controls only 30 
per cent of the country — Syria and 
the Palestinians the rest. 

I 

• The Lebanese government arm- 
ed forces, now numbering about 18 .- 
000 and divided about 50-50 between 
Moslems and Christians, need to be 
built up and take over areas 
presently occupied or dominated by 
Syrians and the PLO. 

Despite all these problems, Basil 
said, "most Lebanese are op- 


timistic that a resurgent Lebanese 
democracy can be established very 
quickly, once foreign forces arc 
removed- They generally visualize 
a U.S.-type democracy." 

In all the comments by Basil and 
other members of the group. It was 
stressed that they and members of 
the league were Americans first, 
followed U.S. policies but felt that 
Washington could do more to help 
resolve the Lebanese situation. 

They pointed to one of their 
studies which said the Lebanese 
war of 1975 and the aftermath had 

been "so far the bloodiest In all the 
history of the Middle East" with 

75.000 dead. 350,000 wounded and 

32.000 orphans. Material lossea 
were estimated "Id the billions of 
dollars." 

The official U.S. State Depart- 
ment position states, "The fun- 
damental problem in Lebanon is 
the inability of the central govern- 
ment to exert its authority over the 
many armed groups in the country. 
The United States is doing its best 
to support the central government's 
authority so that Lebanon can take 
its place once again in the Middle 
East as a model of democracy, 
economic opportunity and 
progress." (UPU

S: African athletes divided on British tour 


JOHANNESBURG. — Sportsmen 
and administrators here are deeply 
divided over the upcoming South 
'African tour by the British national 
rugby team, the Lions. 

‘ .The Johannesburg ‘‘Rand Dally 
Mail” reported on Wednesday that 
a survey of 14 top sportsmen and of- 
ficials the day before showed nine 
supported the tour, while four op- 
posed It: 

Comments ranged from “It's 
tremendous news” to champion 
runner Johnny Halberotadt's view 
that the tour "will affect other 
sports adversely,'' the newspaper 
•skid in a banner-headlined, front*, 
pagestory. . 

Meanwhile, veteran cricket star 
Basil. D'Ollveira was "glad to be 
hjek In South Africa.” 

-P 'Oliveira. 48 and South African- 
bom,';arrived here as a member of 
a' British Sports Council fact- 
finding-mission Investigating 
progress in desegregating sports. 

DXMlveira, regarded here as 
''colptured,*' left South Africa 
bwjdwkJ apartheid banned him 
fnmt£fap-class cricket. Instead he 
pWytjjf^for England in 44 Test 
m«tep» 

.Recent government policy 


changes are doing away with dis- 
crimination and segregation based 
on race, according to claims by 
government and some sports of- 
ficials, and Minister of Sport Punt 
Janson has invited national in- 
vestigating teams to "come and 
see.” 

British and French sports fact- 
finding missions both are due in 
South Africa, and a member of the 
International Olympic Committee, 
Jan Staubo, a Norwegian, said on 
Wednesday that an IOC team will 
visit after the Moscow Olympics in 
June. 

Meanwhile, In London, a report 
published last week sold that new 
opportunities for black sportsmen 
and women in South Africa have 
been minimal over the post decade 
and there is no justification for the 
British Lions rugby union tour of 
the country. 

The Stop All Racist Tours Com- 
mittee (SART) report says that 
racial restrictions have been relax- 
ed only for national and prestige 
events but local, club and school 
sports are still subject to apartheid. 

The report says: “No glib assess- 
ment of the situation can deny the 


reality that apartheid Is still olive 
and well In the sports system. 

"It follows there can be no con- 
ceivable justification for re- 
admitting South Africa to world 
sport or proceeding with the 1B80 
British Lions' rugby tour whilst 
remaining true to international 
sports principles.” 

The Four Home Union's com- 
mittee, the policy making body for 
the Lions (a combined British and 
Irish side), gave their go ahead for 
the tour lost week. 

The SART report lists a scries of 
conditions which, it says, should be 
satisfied before South Africa la re- 
admitted to world sport. These In- 
clude a public government commit- 
ment to a non-racla] sports system, 
new laws exempting sport from the 
apartheid laws, an end to racial dis- 
crimination In sport In schools and 
colleges, and a sports development 
programme to raise black sport to 
the level of all sport in South Africa. 

SART chairman Peter Hain has 
discussed the contents of the report 
with Dickie Jeeps, chairman of the 
British Sports Council, which sent 
the fact-finding mission that in- 
cludes D'Ollveira to South Africa 
last week.

New calls 
for moving 
Olympics 

MONTREAL. — Canadian Prime 
Minister Joe Clark says his country 
is ready to consider any request 
from the International Olympic 
Committee to move the Olympics 
from Moscow to Montreal. But 
Canada's IOC representative says 
Clark has no say on whether the 
Olympics should be moved. 

Ir. America, too, politicians seek- 
ing to retaliate against the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan have issued 
calls for a change In venue of the 
1980 Moscow Olympics. Most 
prominent of the politicians was 
Vice-President Walter Mondale, 
who lost Thursday night said that 
the games should be moved- to 
either Munich or Montreal, where 
Olympic faculties are still 
available from the 1970s. 

"The games belong to the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee, and it 
has taken a strong position that the 
games will go on in Moscow,” 
Canada's IOC representative 
James Moral! said 'after Clark’s 
Friday press conference. Clark 
said that he had spoken with Mon- 
treal city officials before making 
his announcement, adding that 
Canada would not boycott the 
games if they are he'd in Moscow. 

fr. Israel. Education Minister 
Zevuiun Hammer heard on Friday 
from Israel's Olympic Committee 
officials that Israel is going full- 
steam ahead on its preparations for 
the Moscow Olympics. 

Some Arab countries led by Saudi 
Arabia, have already called for a 
change in venue, with the Saudis 
declaring a boycott of the games in 
Moscow. * 

For the Soviets, the quest for 
legitimacy has been a major 
motivation m seeking to hold an 
Olympiad In Moscow. Their chance 
finally came when the era of 
detente seemed firmly established 
and when no other country wanted 
to compete for the expensive 
honour of hosting the games. The 
Soviets have been treating the 1980 
games as one of the great events of 
their modern history, and 
preparations have been lavish, with 
the entire budget for new construc- 
tion in Moscow devoted to building 
facilities. 

A boycott of the Olympics in 
Moscow may not restore sovereignty 
to Afghanistan, but it would cer- 
tainly be a genuine blow to the 
Soviet regime, Western observers 
' in the Soviet capital say. 

The U.S. State Department warn- 
ed Friday, that traditional U.S. 
policy of holding the games "above 
politics" is an attitude "that cannot 
be taken as a never-to-be-deviated- 
from precedent." The Kremlin may 
be getting nervous about an Olym- 
pics boycott that could send 
shockwaves through the Soviet 
bloc, humiliating their regime in 
the eyes of tens of millions of Soviet 
citizens who have been told by 
Kremlin propaganda that the 
Games' rightful place is in 
Moscow. <AP. REUTER. WPNS)

MELBOURNE (Reuter). — 
England's cricketers clinched a 
place in the World Series Cup Final 
yesterday when rain washed out 
their 50-overs-a-slde game against 
the West Indies without a ball bowl- 
ed.

NEW YORK (AP). — If the World 
Boxing Association and World Box- 
ing Council can’t agree on a 
heavyweight champion, maybe 
they ought to match Dave Cowens 
of the Boston Celtics (2.04G metres, 
102 kilos) and Wayne “Tree'* 
Rollins of the Atlanta Hawks <2.16 
metres, 107 kilos).

Both were ejected after exchanging 
solid punches.

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Shaare Zedek in trouble 


IT IS NOT quite clear whether the moaning: and keening: 
emanating from the Shaare Zedek hospital management in fact 
presages an impending shutdown of Jerusalem's newest medical 
establishment. It could also be the almost standard “cry wolf' 
procedure underfinanced public institutions believe is de 
rigueur for squeezing money out of a stone-hearted Finance 
Minister. 

What is clear is that the medical and religious “visionaries” 
who have been responsible for the building of the third major 
teaching hospital in Jerusalem were operating In accordance 
with the standard operating procedures that had become 
hallowed in Israeli institutional lore. It was to combine the 
latest word in medical technology with strict adherence to 
hdlachic rules for the benefit of Jerusalem's large population of 
observant Jews. 

Israeli institutions normally start building their edifices when 
five to ten per cent of the. financing is available. Budgetary es- 
timates are wild " 'guesstimates” at best. As for the rest, even 
profoundly less devout groups than the Shaare Zedek board 
members, trusted implicitly that funds would he forthcoming. 

Miraculously, they were provided, through the agency of a 
Minister of Finance sufficiently pressured by relevant Interest 
groups. 

To Shaare Zedek ’a misfortune, its hospital is nearing comple- 
tion — and bankruptcy — at a time when the new incumbent of 
that agency has vowed not to give in to any such pressures, a 
vow backed up by impressively empty public coffers. 

There is no doubt that Jerusalem needs the very specific ser- 
vices offered by Shaare Zedek, and that tills tradition-rich 
hospital with its long history of devoted service to the city 
deserves a better fate than the Ignominy of being compelled to 
shut down. That the new hospital Is far too grandiose for a city 
Jerusalem’s size is also a fact, but one that must be filed under 
the heading of spilt milk. 

For all of Mr. Hurvitz’s empty coffers, heroic measures will 
be needed to save the new hospital. As much as possible these 
measures should not involve a massive raid on the public 
treasury. 

What is needed, together with a public readiness to help 
.Shaare Zedek out of its financial straits, Is an equal readiness on 
the part of the hospital's heads and of the Ministry of Health to 
slaughter a few holy cows. 

If Shaare Zedek is really on the verge of dismissing large 
numbers of its staff as its directors claim, it would certainly be 
eminently preferable to abrogate the custom of paying uniform 
.salaries in all hospitals. Shaare Zedek should urgently consider 
putting its employees, and especially its higher paid medical 
and managerial staff members, on half or two-thirds salaries. 

It is of even greater importance for the Ministry of Health to 
take two steps that could contribute to putting the hospital on a 
sounder economic footing: shutting down a few of the new 
hospital's highly specialized departments for which there is no 
objective demand at present or in the immediate future ; and 
compelling Kupat Holim to refer patients from other cities, who 
today must wait for months on end for elective surgery in Kupat 
Hplipi hc^pitals. far treatment in Shaare Zedek. 

Finance Minister Hurvitz's attention should also be called to 
the fact that at the very time that Shaare Zedek is running to 
him for a massive financial transfusion, the cornerstone for a 
new, but wholly redundant Misgav Ladach hospital has been 
laid in Jerusalem.

recognition of their aesthetic 
products and premises. 

He said the situation is so had 
that in addition to giving awards for 
Improving the environment there 
should be one to call attention to the 
dirtiest borough. 

While the British keep their 
homes neat and trim, their sloppy 
ways elsewhere have turned Bri- 
tain into a dirty country, Philip 
said. 

Philip said bus stops are “in an 
appalling state” -and the ap- 
proaches to railway stations “a 
ghastly mess. 

"Every beautiful new hospital 
that is built Instantly has a lean-to 
or shack put at the side of It,” he 
said. 

He called London's Heathrow 
Airport “the most disastrous place 
you have ever seen.” Although top 
architects had been engaged, the 
absence of coherent planning had 
spoiled the overall effect at the air- 
port, he said. 


SOVIET Jewish immigrants In 
junior and senior high schools are 
misunderstood, ridiculed, disliked 
and made to feel unwelcome by 
tfaelr Canadian peers, according to 
a recent study. 

“Adaptation: A Case Study of 
Soviet Jewish Immigrant Children 
in Toronto, 1970-1978," written by 
Roberta Markus, also states that 
according to their teachers Soviet 
Jewish students often display 
violent behaviour and un- 
cooperative attitudes. 

Mrs. Markus's 78-page study was 
sponsored by the Jewish Im- 
migrant Aid Services (JIAS) of 
Canada, central region. The On- 
tario Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation co-funded the project. 

According to Mrs. Markus, who Is 
fluent in Russian, “a number of 
Soviet children were having 
emotional, behavioural and learn- 
ing problems, and in several cases 
Soviet students were unable to cope 
with the accumulated pressures of 
leaving their country, remaining in 
stateless transition up to a year or 
more and trying to establish 
themselves In a culture alien to 
their way of thinking." 


THE TWO most popular 
programmes aired by Kol Y Israel's 
Arabic radio are — like last year — 
“Doctor Behind the Microphone" 
and “Post Office Box." According 
to a recent survey, the two. shows, 
which both encourage participation 
by listeners, are favoured not only 
by Arabs in Israel and in the 
territories but also In neighbouring 
countries. Although the survey ob- 
viously can't reach Arabs an the 
other side of the border, the radio 
gets feedback from letters from 
listeners, which total several thou- 
sand every month.

IT SE$MS ALMOST too simple to 
state that, after the present crisis in 
Bran, the U.S. should be more selec- 
tive in the governments It supports. 
In recent decades it has short- 
sightedly backed un-popular. 
strongman regimes or monarchies 
simply because they are pro- 
Western, which has led to a series 
of strategic reversals. Earlier set- 
backs Include Cuba, Vietnam, 
Libya and Pakistan. 

In each case, the U.S. has given 
large-scale military aid to a corrupt 
regime which has served to under- 
mine further the popularity of the 
regime. There is a coup or a revolu- 
tion, foreign investments are seized 
and the confiscated materiel, is 
used against the West 

The U.S. is in danger of making 
the same mistake in Saudi Arabia, 
whose unstable feudal regime is 
about to be given £125 billion on 
arms, of which ¥ 18.2 billion went to 
the U.S. The American intention Is 
to reinforce "moderate” Saudi 
Arabia so that the latter, along with 
Egypt (which the U.S. is arming 
separately) will be able to form, if 
not a “bastion of democracy,” at 
least a firm base of American in- 
terest in the Middle East. This 
would, according to American 
thinking, compensate for setbacks 
elsewhere in the region, namely in 
Syria, Iraq, Iran, the Horn of Africa 
and Yemen. The move might even 
buttress the Israel-Egypt peace 
treaty, it Is argued.

Arabia will do nothing to protect that country from the 
Communist threat. Instead, the arms will be used against 
Israel — and possibly against the U.S. itself, contends

SAUDI ARABIA'S limited armed 
forces comprising 44,500 volunteers 
— are being modernized. The 
kingdom Is constructing a massive 
military infrastructure which far 
exceeds Its immediate or future 
needs. 

The programme of expansion in- 
cludes the construction of three 
gigantic military bases, a military 
communications network capable 
Df coordinating 15 divisions — about 
as much as all Israel's eastern 
neighbours can field against her — 
and the equipping of the armoured 
corps with modem, high-quality M-" 
160 and AMX-20 tanks. 

Saudi Arabia has also doubled its 
air power in recent years. The 
Maverick alr-to-surface missiles 
and the laser guided bombs which 
the U.S. plans to supply the Saudis 
will give them a new offensive 
capability and enable them to un- 


dertake not only ground support 
missions but strategic strikes 
against Israeli targets. The Tabuk 
military base is only 216 kma. away 
from Eilat and the whole of Israel is 
within easy range of Saudi Arabia's 
60 newly acquired F-5E/F aircraft, 
not to mention the 60 ultra-modern 
F-lSs scheduled to be delivered 
between 1981 and 1988. 

Saudi Arabia could similarly 
deploy missile systems against 
Israel and threaten her freedom of 
the skies. The Saudi navy, which is 
to be greatly expanded in the early 
1980s. will be able to blockade 
Israeli shipping on the Red Sea. 

In all Israel's wars, except in 
1956, the Saudis have dispatched 
forces and material to the Arab 
states involved. In the 1987 war. a 
Saudi expeditionary force was sent 
to Jordan where it remained until 
1977. In the 1973 war Saudi Arabia 
sent troops -to Syria and, after the 
war, she participated in joint 
military exercises with the eastern 
front states. In 1974. 1975 and 1977 
her forces joined large-scale 
manoeuvres In Jordan and Syria 
and she transferred some of her air 
power to the host countries. 


' In any future war, Saudi Arabia 
is likely to send expeditionary 
forces to the eastern front or, at the 
very least, to deliver at short notice 
large quantities of suitable 
weapons and equipment. Jordan 
already has an adequate Infrastruc- 
ture to accommodate, for example, 
the Saudi F-5’s. 


The only purpose for which Saudi 
Arabia could use all the laser- 
guided bombs to be supplied by the 
U.S. — three times the quantity 
possessed by Israel — and the 
command-control equipment 
capable of coordinating 10 
divisions, Is against Israel, on her 
eastern front.

Sir, — Hirsh Goodman's article 
entitled “Agony without end" In 
your Magazine of December 28, has 
Indeed well reflected the situation 
prevailing In the refugee camps in 
Thailand. 

At the. end, however, he com- 
plains about “the Israel Embassy's 
disassodation from the entire ven- 
ture, little help extended to those 
dealing with it directly, and that It 
declared Itself Impotent." Without' 
knowing the source of his informa- 
tion, we should Uke to assert that 
nothing could be further from the 
truth. 

From the beginning, many 
months ago, the Israel Embassy in 
Bangkok put Itself at the disposal 
of all ventures initiated by the 
Israeli Inter-Ministerial Committee 
dealing with medical teams to the 
camps, the efforts of Abie Nathan 
and the Jsraeli television represen- 
tative Peter Mllik. in distributing 
food, medical supplies and equip- 
ment to the campus. The embassy 
made available to the TV represen- 
tatives a room and all facilities at 
the embassy to help In his ac- 
tivities. 

The ambassador and his staff 
have been, and are, accompanying 
food and medical convoys to the 
camps, and frequently visit our 
medical teams in Thailand. 

The embassy, has conducted all 
the negotiations with the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees, the 
International Red Cross, UNICEF, 
the Thai authorities and other 
voluntary agencies operating there. 

In recent months, our embassy's 
main tasks were connected with 
Israel's efforts to extend help to the 
Cambodian refugees. This has not 
only gained recognition and stan- 
ding among those operating in the 
field, but has also guided Israel's 
decision-making in this situation. 


To call this “impotence" or “non- 
involvement" is not only blatantly 
unfair, but contrary to the facts 
substantiated by those who have 
returned from there, including our 
medical teams, journalists from 
“Yediot Aharonot," The Israel 
Broadcasting Authority and others. 
* It is a pity that a good article 
Should be blemished by unsubstan- 
tiated accusations.

MODERN ANTI-SEMITISM

Sir. — Chaim Herzog should be 
congratulated on his article of 
January 4, "A failure of in- 
telligence," in which he stresses the 
share of culpability the free press 
and media has In that failure. 

I should Uke to add that there is 
on Important psychological con- 
tributory factor to this failure, and 
It is the built-in anti-Zionist, anti- 
Israel bias of many of those respon- 
sible for the evaluation of the situa- 
tion. Only bias can explain the 
maniac obsession with the 
“national deprivation" of, say, 3 
million Palestinian Arabs while 
practically ignoring the incom- 
parably graver deprivation of 12 
million Kurds and others. Only bias 
can account for the wide coverage 
given to the alleged torture of 
Palestinian Arabs by “The Times,” 
"Sunday Times” and others, while 
Ignoring mass executions, 
mutilations, etc. which occur In 
Arab co u ntri es. 

It seems that Zionism has 
become the bogey of the last 
decades of our century and anti- 
Zionism the surrogate for classical 
and racist anti-Semitism of the 
past. 

Crude anti-Semitism, especially 
after Hitler and World War H, has 


become socially unacceptable. 
Many people who were afflicted 
with this desease hid it, denied it 
and often very sincerely tried to 
divest themselves of it. How for 
they succeeded, nobody can judge, 
hut in many cases It was eliminated 
from the conscious self and pushed 
into the subconscious. 

But denying hiding or repressing 
something into the subconscious 
does not mean its disappearance. 
Anti-Semitism, as any other 
irrational drive and prejudice, 
resurfaces if It can find a- socially 
acceptable expression for it, as the 
subconscious desperately tries to 
and In the case of anti-Semitism, it 
resurfaced as anti-Zionism. 

Another important factor, worthy 
of attention, is the bandwagon 
effect. Anti-Zionism has become 
fashionable, ‘‘scientific” and 
“progressive.” It has acquired an 
Intellectual snob value; and many 
moral and Intellectual mediocrities 
have joined the chorus. 

It Is time that those responsible 
for world public opinion be made 
aware of the enormous damage 
they are wittingly or unwittingly 
causing to the free world by their 
distortion and rape of truth.

SAUDI ALLEGIANCE can be won 
and Russian influence kept at bay 
by supplying arms to the Saudi 
monarchy, the U.S. believes. But 
the U.S. may eventually find these 
same arms used against her, as 
happened in Libya and bran. 


The instability of the Saudi 
regime is underlined by the inci- 
dent in the Kaaba mosque. The 
transition from a feudal society to 
the space age is Inevitably provok- 
ing a deep Internal conflict. Accor- 
ding to latest estimates Saudi 
Arabia has a population of 7 million 
of whom up to two million are 
foreigners. 85% of the population 
are illiterate, 60% live In rural 
areas. Wealth and power are con- 
centrated in the extended royal 
family, numbering some 4,000, hut 
its distribution la jsotly contested by 
approximately 50 male progeny of 
marriages contracted by the king in 
various regions throughout the coun- 
try. The ulama (doctors of Islamic 
Law) and the tribes have both had 
their power eroded by the 
monarchy who similarly dominate 
the mass- media. 


Saudi Arabia ia the second 
largest oil producer In the world, 
after the U.S. But while oil con- 
stitutes 95% of Saudi exports, it 
provides work for only 1 % of the 
population. Over half the labour 
force are foreigners employed in 
specialized Industrial tasks, 
positions of responsibility and, also, 
In the most menial roles. The 
presence of some two- million 
foreigners — including 
Palestinians, Iranians and Yemlnis 
under the Influence of Khomeini 
■■and the PLO — is a de-stabllizing 
factor. Certain sectors . are con- 
trolled by foreigners who, by leav- 
ing the country, would cause them 
to collapse overnight. For example. 


938 of the nation's 1081 physicians 
are foreigners. 

Recently, the urban population of 
Saudi Arabia has mushroomed and 
now comprises 35% of the popula- 
tion. 'Dils Is a result of the weaken- 
ing of the traditional tribal 
framework. But the youth who 
migrate to the cities, often fail to 
find employment. They turn to the 
familiar mosque and provide a fer- 
tile breeding ground for religious 
zealotry. 

Orthodox Islam is a potential 
force for unrest In Saudi Arabia, In _ 
1970 the government liquidated 
Hal eon Bed Masaad, grandson of 
Abdul el Aziz, the founder of the 
Saudi dynasty, who led .a 
demonstration of religious ex- 
tremists opposed to the introduc- 
tion of television. Five years later 
Faisal, the second son of this zealot, 
assassinated King Faisal. 

The resent assault on the Kaaba 
mosque was carried out by a fun- 
damentalist Sunni faction called El 
Salfayoun (The Ancients') — a 
Saudi version- of the Moslem 
brotherhood — which preaches 
militant anti-secularism. Tbs inci- 
dent revealed both their determina- 
tion and the government's inability 
to detect their preparations. 

Another potential source of un- 
rest. is the Shl’lte minority which 
comprises 15% of the population 
and Is centred in the oil-rich eastern 
region of the ‘ country. Recently 
there have been unconfirmed 
reports of unrest and 
demonstrations in this area, in the 
wake of the Shi'ite seizure of power 
in Iran. 

The French weekly "L ’Express" 
recently reported that in neighbour- 
ing Bahrain, where the poverty- 
stricken Shl'ltes make up 60% of the 
population, portraits of Khomeini 
adorn the Souk. These disappear 
whenever police arrive. When a 
Khomeini relative was expelled by
